NY-NG GETS COPTER AUTHORIZATION — The 27th Division Aviation Section (NY-NG) has 
been authorized an H-23 (Hiller) helicopter and should receive delivery in the near 
future, pending delivery to the Field Maintenance Shop, Miller Field, S.I., NY, for 

y-away pickup. This marks the second authorization of rotary-wing craft to National 
uuard units in First Army, the 50th irmored Division of NJ-NG having been authorized 
a similar creft last month. Mid. NEAL C,. BALDIN, Aviation Officer of the 27th, re- 
cently completed Helicopter training and at present is the only H-reted sviator in 
the Division, .

GOODIN was involved in an L-17 
crash in mid-July and may return home to a Z.I. hospital. He had recently served a 
month TDY at Governors Island prior to his departure to Trieste and had only been 
with his unit there a short time,

In order to reduce the mess, I 
cruised at full high pitch and low 
power reting for some time. The 
loss in speed wasn't too much -- 
from 125 true to 115 which lost me 
about 10 minutes in 200 mi. But 
the difference in performance was 
terrific} 


Full low pitch and 22 inches got 
me about 1650 RPMs and cut fuel 
consumption from 13,8 to 10.4 GPH, 
Most startling saving was in oil 
consumption cutting it from .8 qt 
per hr. to one qt/5 hrs.The resul- 
ting réduction in wear & tear on 
the engine can easily be deduced

of this study were issued, in 1943, tu oll mmufacturers of smell 
planes. Further accumulation of data permitied a comparative study of 
injury couses in side-by-side as well as tandem type planes, The re- 
sults of this study - with a detailed breakdown of the relative fre- 
quency of head injuries, and a comparctive study of the severity of — 
injuries in comparable types of plones - was released by CIR in 1945, 


In brief, these reperts showed that the ability of the human body 
to withstond crash force hod wen grossly underrated, and that the 
pilots and passengers often sustaimd critical or fatol injuries: 

(1) becouse thay wee seated in forward sections of the circraft 
which were crushed and destroyed during the absorption of energy in 
the crash, or 

(2) because they were thrown forcibly against cangerous objects, 
such as rigid steel seat-bocks, sharp or solid instm nent panels, & 
dongerovs control wheels, which "pinpointed" forces on vital areas of

In @hition, CIR accident~injury data indicated that dight-dif. 
fererces in the design of two rather comparable basic: fuselage 
structures could produce totd ly different degress of danger from 
cabin collapse of svemingly identicd crashes. Thus, 4dentical “in- 
ciucunts' resulved in surviveble accidents in those cases wherein 
c2rvin structures reained relatively intact; similar incidmts in

During World Wer II, the outhor worked cl@ ely with engi ers in 
the mock-up ond development of three small plcnes(the Bendix, Fair- 
chilu, ead Waco‘ in which crashworthiness was featured in the design 
and a..gi:p «ring of baniec structures. But, because of the limited na- 
ture of the post-wor merket for srmll »lanes, none of these planes 
were produced in velune & marketed. However, the Ulobe=Swift and Er-

It is noteworthy that efforts in the '405 to offset the danger of 
erash-injurics in civilian planes were limited to details such as 
stronger center see tions and cabin structures, "softer" ins trum@mt 
peneis, vadcded end pivoted scat-backs, and safety enginecring of seat 
belt ond cont rol wheel instcollations,. Only in a fow cases was the 
passenger compartment"moved back" in the plane - and, in no case was 
shoul.cer harness provided. 


In i¢46, the findings and reconmendd ions of Crash Injury Research 
was prvseited at the Annual Meeting of the Institute of Aeronautical 
Scisucce ond, since that date, there has wen a steadily incre sing 
use of protective design to increase safety in accidents,

TWIN- BONANZA; The twin engine 6-place Beech Twin-Bonanza was de- 
signed to embody the structural ruggedness of a military trainer in 
combination with high yorformence, A cruising speed in excess of 180 
mph ct 10,000 feet is clcaimec with 1,650 feet per minute rete of 
climb, a stoll-speed of approximately 60 mph, and a safe mininun slow- 
flight speed with partial power of 75 mph; the wing loading(at maxi- 
mum gross load of 5,220 lbs) is in the order of 20 lbs/sq.ft. 


The long nowe -with the engines for forward relative to the wing 
and cabin area - anc the placement of the occupants above and aft of 
the leading edge of the wing provide a well developed “island of safc- 
ty" to protcect cccupants in cvent of a cresh loncing. 


The nine items listed below as well as the cicgram of the Twin- 
Bonanza are token from Beech Aircraft Corporation advertising material 
and indicate that crash safety can be uscd effectively as a sales pt,

The Newsletter has never been swamped with questions from pilotesub- 
scribers, Nevertheless pilots do send in questions occasionally which 
we must admit we can't answer fairly because of our limited experience, 
The Aviation Officer of Hq, First Army, LI, COL, JAMES L, TOWNSEND 

is an AA of long standing and we feel he is more qualified to handle
